1914 War Sitting Called)

Days

OTTAWA, Sept. 1. — The war 
| session of parliament which meets 
on September 7, is expected to be 
very brief. The 1914 war session 
called by Sir Robert Borden 
lasted four days. The members 
received $25 a day and their 
travelling expenses. 

The forthcoming war session 
cannot be considered as an ex- 
tension of the 1939 session as that 
session was formally prorogued 
It may be considered as part of 
the 1940 session or as a special 
session, the latter in all prob- 
ability. 

The legislation the government 
}Must pass in addition to deciding 
for peace or war includes the finan- 
|cial measures necessary to finance 


the war effort. The war powers 
needed by the government are 
largely provided for in the War 


Measures Act passed at the war ses- 
sion of 1914 for that purpose. 

Some amendments may be made 
to The War Measures Act to deal 
with present conditions but beyond 
that there is little else necessary. 


PRESSURE CONTINUES 

The pressure for union govern- 
ment continues, chiefly from the 
Montreal interests who have been 
pressing it for years, in the Bennett 
regime and the King regime largely 
to get the railway amalgamation 
through. 

There has been some pressure 
from legitimate sources, but for the 
present at least Union government 
is not even being considered by the 
cabinet.

“After I became leader I saw these things 
too,” she said, “and when I complained that the 
male leader of the South Brooklyn group was 
making advances to me, Dr. Dinkelacker, head 
of the Youth Movement, said ‘Can't you take it?’

2. That Nazi Germany intends to take over 
Scandinavia, “because that is where the 
German culture originated.” 

3. After that, it will proceed to capture the 
United States, because of the large content 
of “German blood” among its citizens. 

4. That Bund members must begin gathering 
German-Americans into compact com- 
munities and colonies now—a process al- 
ready started in New York. 

5. That National Socialism is a religion in it- 
self, and its supporters must have no other 
religion. 

. That German-American girls must strive 
to become schoo] teachers “because in 
such positions they can best promote the 
Nazi program.” 

That President Roosevelt “has a streak of 

Jewish blood in him,” and all Jews must 

be classed with Negroes, 

8. That Masonic societies are organized to 

ruin girls and torture them— illustrated in 

a museum the girls were taken to visit. 

9. Girls of German blood should not be 
ashamed to have illegitimate children be- 
cause it is their duty to propagate the 
German race—Nazi Germany maintaining 
‘Mutter und Kind’ home to care for illegi- 
timates. 

10. Americans of German blood must con- 
tinue to speak German. The British trait 
of carrying their language with them had 
made them powerful. 

11. Russian Communism is never to be at- 
tacked in Germany “because National 
Socialism is merely a higher form of Com-

Intimate Portrait of 
Adolf Hitler 


Adolf Hitler was 50 years old on April 20. 
His physical and mental condition is the focal 
point in world affairs. The remote control 
exercised by Hitler is unexampled, True, Cleo- 
patra’s functional disturbance and Napoleon's 
accesses of fury made history in their time. 
Beyond doubt our generation would not have 
fallen into its present desperate gloom if Gustav 
Stresemann, the German peace hero, had had 
sound kidneys, and if Aristide Briand, his French 
adversary, had not been worn out when the ~.n 
met to reconcile two great nations. 

But never, as in the case of the Fuehrer, have 
the nerve-ends of a single man embraced all five 
continents. The waves that Hitler broadcasts 
startle the African bush and rouse Aklavik from 
its remote, isolated calm. This is noi merely be- 
cause our planet has grown so much smaller, 
with radio and plane. Hitler's direct and per- 
sonal importance to you and me is explained by 
the fact that he gives perfect expression to the 
whole restlessness and unbalance of our age. 

In medical eyes, the most famous man of our 
epoch will always be a classic example of un- 
balance, no matter whether he goes down in 
history as the founder of Germany's world power 
or as the annihilator of the Fatherland. 

% OM a 
Ages Reluctantly 

In his 5ist year the Fuehrer has by no means 
overcome the restlessness of earlier years. There 
is no possible doubt that he grows old hard and 
reluctantly, Nobody enjoys growing old. Musso- 
lini forbids the Italian papers to record his birth- 
day. Hitler, forced by a completed half-century 
to be cautious, is economical of himself. 

Unburdened with any ballast of knowledge, 
and weighed down by no book-learning, he has 
preserved the half-educated German's reverent 
faith in the omnipotence of science. He did, of 
course, pour scorn and mockery on science as 
long as it remained true to its proud tradition 
and served for objective finding of the truth. In 
his speeches of the agitator days it was always 
a sure-fire gag when he thundered out his favor- 
ite saying: “One hand-grenade talks a plainer 
language than all the university professors.” 

But now that the German university profes- 
sors—except such as have found a new home in 
America—have obligingly co-ordinated them- 
selves, the Fuehrer controls their magic arts as 
absolutely as he commands the hearts of the 
young people and the bank accounts of the busi- 
ness men of the Fatherland. 

For his years, Hitler, on the whole, looks well 
and strong—a bit too strong, perhaps, around the 
waist, History does not record whether Oliver 
Cromwell added four inches to his girth in a 
single year, as Hitler has done in the last year. 

Incidentally, Hitler shows an increasing in- 
terest in Cromwell's appearance, which he tries 
to imitate even facially. Following Cromwell's 
example, he thrusts out his chin, which nature 
made a little too round and soft. He is fond of 
squeezing his lips together in the famous manner, 
betraying determination, The hard creases be- 
tween mouth and nose have been deeply dug. 

His famous forelock, falling over one side cf 
his brow, has been kept much shorter lately, It 
is mixed with too many grey hairs to have the 
decorative effect it used to have. The rumor that 
the Fuehrer dyes his hair has been circulated a 
good deal in Germany, It has always been offi- 
cially denied. 
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Six Physicians Guard Him 

This gentleman of 50 is weighed three times 
a day. Six private physicians, on constant call, 
keep watch over his coughing fits, which recur 
with alarming frequency. Recently, when the 
necessity for spectacles could no longer be post~- 
poned, a world-famous optical works was in- 
structed to try out new lenses to suit the par- 
ticular degree of fatigue at each hour of the day. 
A dozen pairs of these spectacles lie ready on 
each desk that the Fuehrer uses. 

For what purpose does Hitler use his indir- 
ectly lighted desks, patterned exactly according 
to his own physical proportions, and bathed in 
the favorite color, brown, that he finds so com- 
forting? 

With his own hand her drew the plans for the 
auto-road through Czecho-Slovakia, tne most 
important piece of the Berlin-to-Bagdad line 
that has already kindled one world war. Though, 
of course, the road in practice will turn out to be 
quite different from the Fuehrer's blueprint, still 
the engineers, led by Dr. Fritz Todt, general 
inspector of the German highway system, declare 
they have made but superficial and trifling 
changes. 

With increasing years the Fuehrer can no 
longer brook contradiction. He has become 
hypersensitive. “Certainly, I'd just meke one 
little change,” is the most that anyone may object 
who is going to do the exact opposite to his 
instructions. 

With one stroke of the pen Hitler signs an 
ordinance that forcibly raises the national income 
and stabilizes the currency for the next thousand 
years. It's as simple ag that. From now on 
hunger is a feeling hostile to the State—pro- 
hibited! 

But even at his present respectable age 
Hitler has achieved no normal, balanced relation 
to material things. Probably the self-styled 
savior—at 40 he still called himself simply a 
prophet—does not even want any relation to 
material things, and certainly there are no nor- 
mal, balanced relations anywhere in_ the 
Fuehrer's makeup. 

“It is impossible to explain to Herr Hitler the 
simplest concep's, like credit and turnover,” 
complained Walther Funk, when he was made 
economic adviser to the great man. 

Eight or nine years have passed Since then,
